Prof. Hincks’ Baccalaureate.

Hincks preached the baccalaureate ser- 
mon to the graduating class of the 
Theological Seminary in the presence 
of alarge audience.

He 
said in part: 


“Jesus was on trial for high treason, 
His enemies contended that he called 
himself king of the Jews. Pilate said 
unto him: ’Art thou the king?’ He 
said: ‘I am the king. For this cause 
was I born and for this cause I came 
into the world, that I might bear wit- 
ness unto the truth.’ 
claim. 

Pilate evidently thought that Jesus 
had a curious mind, but fhe world after 
19 centuries, owns these words to be 
the sober truth. 
because a faithful witness, first when 
he tells an important fact, puts in his 
testimony the power of that. fact 
Jesus Christ was lifted above all other 
witnesses by the nature of his testi- 
timony and the power it gave him. 

God’s kingdom could only have been 


This was a novel 


set up here by testimony of spiritual | 


truth, from some one whose vision 
was better than ours. We had to know 
what God was, and what sin was and 
what we were and might be. 

The kingdom of God on earth implies, 
then, the knowledge of what he really 
is; a knowledge which will, if lived 


out, give just such conduct toward him | 


as is befitting. Defective information 
here would be misinformation. It 
cannot be the foundation of a king- 
dom of God. That can be built 
only upon perfect truth. Man must 
also have a just knowledge of himself 
to enter the divine kingdom. What he 
is ag related to the divine life, how he 
may be adjusted to the divine nature 
he must know, to live rightly with God. 
Some minds seeing these things as they 
are must bear testimony of them to us, 

Such a mind we have in Jesus Christ.

The setting up of a 
divine kingdom required one’ who not 
only knew these truths perfectly but 
who could bear witness to them effec- 
tively. A competent witness” must 
make his knowledge of them, not only 
information, but verity, to men. This 
Jesus did by living among mena true 
life and asking them to have fellow- 
ship with him in it. The kingly wit- 
ness speaks through the Bible. All 
who order his testimony must make 
him supreme-and follow the Bible for 
his sake. Prof. Briggs is right in his 
contention that Christian ‘scholarship 
must apply scholarly methods to the 
Bible. Only so can it fully learn the 
testimony of Christ given in the sacred 
book.

Golden Wedding of Mr. and Mrs, 
B. F. Wardwell. 


A golden wedding anniversary is not 
an every day event, but rather the oppo- 
site, When a married couple have lived 
happily together for fifty years it is fit- 
ting that such an event should be com- 
memorated by some special observance. 
Fifty years of married life in the same 
town, on the same street and in the same 
house is rather an extraordinary record, 
and one rarely duplicated. But such is 
the record of Mr, and Mrs. B. F. Ward- 
well, who reside on the corner of Sum- 
mer Street and Washington Avenue, and 
who celebrated the fiftieth anniversary 
of their marriage Wednesday, from 4 to 
9 o'clock p.m. Over one hundred and 
fifty relatives, friends and neighbors 
called during that time to offer their con- 
gratulations and leave some little token 
of their respect. It was indeed a happy 
gathering and none enjoyed it more than 
the host and hostess themselves. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wardwell were married 
in Amesbury June 14, 1843, where Mrs.

About one month only separates their 
ages, both being 77 years old.

They have six children living, 
five daughters and one son, and they are 
located as follows: Mrs. Josephine Murk- 
land, Lynn; Misses Delia and Gertrude, 
Haverhill; Irene, St. Mark’s School, 
Southboro; Mrs. Louisa Roberts of town 
and Nelson H. B. of Lowell. All of these 
were present on this occasion, making a 
happy family re-union. 

The presents with which Mr. and Mrs, 
Wardwell were remembered were many 
innumber and made a pretty display. 
The one which attracted perhaps the 
most attention was a small plush banner, 
the border of which was made of gold 
pieces of different denominations amount- 
ing to $77, the age of the venerable cou- 
ple. This was the gift of the children 
and grand-children. Besides this there 
were several other gold pieces and pretty 
things too numergus to mention. Sey- 
eral gifts of flowers added to the attract- 
iveness of the occasiun, 

Refreshments were nicely served dur- 
ing the evening by Caterer Tanner of 
Haverhill. Rev. W. E. Gibbs of Law- 
rence was present and made remarks, as 
did also Rev. J. D. Snow of Haverhill.

TWO FATAL ACCIDENTS, 


———— 


George Miller killed by an Electric, 


The first anniversary of the 8 
‘Way accident at Frye Village w, 
by another fatal accident. on the Ando- 
ver line last Sunday forenoon, The vie- 
tim was little George Miller, son of John 
Miller and he was two years old last 
April. The family lived in the Crowle 
house about half way between the Tyee 
Rubber factory and the Boston & Maine 
railroad bridge. According to eye wit. 
nesses the accident happened in this way- 
Car No. 50 in charge of motorman Tom 
Kent and conductor John Bowles, left 
the Hill at 11.15 and when it arrived near 
the Crowley house the child ran out and 
started to go across the tracks in front 
of the car. The motorman had his car 
under control and notwithstanding the 
grade stopped it. All the time he rang 
the bell. The child stopped ana Moved 
back a little. Then the motorman al. 
lowed the car to move again, when to his 
ghorror the child ran directly in front of 
it. He was knocked down and was soon 
under the fender, which runs in front of 
the wheels. His head was crushed quite 
badly. The wheels did not run over 
him. The little one was taken into the 
house and lived about 40 minutes, He 
was in the house a minute or two before 
the accident and the mother did not miss 
him until she heard the cries from the 
passengers. 

No blame is attached to the employes, 
and those on the car say that the motor- 
man did his best to prevent the accident, 
Both conductor and motorman are known 
as the most reliable on the road, having 
been in service for many years, 

It was, however, a sad accident and 
Mr. and Mrs. Miller have the sympathy 
of the community in the loss of ‘their 
only child in such an unfortunate map- 
ner, He was buried Monday afternoon 
in the Catholic Cemetery.

Fay Fenlason Drowned. 


The accident of Sunday was closely 
followed by another fatality Monday 
afternoon, when about three o'clock Fay 
Fenlason, nine years old, son of Mrs, 
Fenlason, who resides near Spring Grove 
Cemetery, was drowned at Pomps Poni. 

Fay was a member of Miss Laura Far- 
num’s class at the South Centre School, 
and ‘complaining of not feeling well he 
was allowed to go home early on the 
afternoon in question. He evidently 
went to the Pond soon after leaving 
school. His little brother about five 
years old also went to the same place. 

Fay was enjoying himself ona small 
raft near the shore, a short space at the 
right of the ice houses. Before he was 
aware of it a strong east wind blew the 
raft outward. Finally becoming fright- 
ened at the progress the raft was making 
from the. shore, he divested himself of 
his clothes and with them in his hand 
jumped off. He could swim sonieand 
probably thought he could reach shore. 

He did not, however, get far from the 
place where he jumped. The little 
brother on shore saw him rise twice and 
cried out to him, receiving no answer. 
He also even threw off his clothes and 
started out to help, but became fright 
ened at the depth of the water. 

The boy informed the iceman who was 
loading ice and the alarm was immedi- 
ately spread, Henry Hayward and Mr. 
Sanford of Ripley’s farm were soon on 
hand and immediately sent for a boat at 
the Foster farm. This was brought soon 
and in the meantime Chief of Police 
Cheever had arrived with grappling 
hooks. 

The place where he was drowned is a 
muddy spot, and full of branches, smal} 
trees and other debris. For three hours 
willing hands worked, but it was not 
until about 6.30 that Thomas Lawrence, 
employed by E. Pike, caught his hook in 
the little feHow’s ear and brought him to 
the surface. He was immediately taken 
home to his mother who was almost fran- 
tic*with grief. Medical Examiner Howe 
viewed the remains, which were taken 
in charge by Undertaker Parker. The 
raft, from which the boy jumped, went 
safely across to the other side and if he 
had remained: on, he would doubtless 
have been saved. © 

This terrible affliction, coming to this 
family which has experienced already 


enough of misfortune, calls for the heart- - 


felt and material sympathy of the com- 
munity. The family is well spoken of 
and Mrs. Fenlason is certainly a hard 
working woman, wh is making a difi- 
cult struggle to provide for her family.

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Theological Seminary Anniversary. 


The exercises.attending the eighty-fifth 
‘sary of the Theological Seminary 


aunivers: : 
have been completed. The different 


events passed off very auspiciously and in 
a successful manner, and have been well 
attended by townspeople, alumni, and 
other friends. The anniversary. really 
began Sunday with. a strong and able 
pacealauoeate sermon to the graduating 
cliss by Prof. Hincks. An abstract of 
this sermon will be found on page 2 of 
to-day’s issue. 

Monday and Tuesday were taken with 
class examinations. Tuesday evening 
the eighty-second anniversary of the So- 
ciety of Inquiry was observed in the 
Chapel, in the presence 6f a large and 
interested audience. The object of this 
society is to stimulate interest in mis- 
sionary work, and the exercises of the 
evening were on this line of thought. 
The president, F. H. Page, presided. The 
Seminary Quartette added much to the 
occasion by several finely rendered songs. 
Four members of the society gave inter- 
esting and carefully prepared orations, 
They were as follows: Civilization and 
Native Rights, Henry Nelson Pringle; 
Two Chapels, Charles Ethelbert McKin 
ley; Truth, in Fact and Error, William 
Joseph Long; Romancing on Missions, 
Samuel Colcord Bartlett, jr. 


Wednesday was alumni day and a large 
number of ex-members of the Seminary 
were present at the exercises. The final 
examinations were completed in the 
morning, and in the afternoon the an- 
nual meeting of the alumni was held in 
the stone chapel. Rev. E, S. Twombly 
of Newton was elected moderator and 
the following alumni committee was 
chosen for the ensuing year: Prof. E, Y. 
Hincks, Revs. B. M. Fullerton, Waltham, 
H. P. Dewey, Concord, N. H., and W. J. 
Batt, Warnerville, Mass. Rev. C. C. Car- 
penter was re-elected secretary. 


The necrological report was presented 
by Rev. Mr, Carpenter and several of the 
audience spoke of deceased members, 
with whom they had been acquainted. 
A brief summary of the report follows: 


“Twenty-nine of the number have died 
during the past year, as against 40 re- 
ported last year and 36 the preceding 
year. The average age of these 29 men 
is 73 years, 2 months and 27 days. In- 
cluding two others whose deaths oc- 
curred in previous years, although not 
previously reported, the average age 
would be 73 years, four months and 12 
days. Three of the number had passed 
the age of 90, six were between 80 and 90, 
12 between 70 and 80, and all save three 
were over 50. 

Rev. Peter Kimball, of the class of 1826, 
died on the very day of our last annual 
meeting in the 100th year of his age. No 
other graduate of the seminary has_at- 
tained this age, nor so far as known has 
the graduate of any other theological 
school in the land. Rev. D. L. Hunn 
(class of 1816) died at 98, Rev. Herman 
Halsey (class of 1815) an 97, and Dr. 
Leonard Withington (class of 1816) at 95. 

Of the 31 whose names are recorded, 18 
were full graduates, nine were non-gradu- 
ates, and four studied here as resident 
licentiates. Six came from Dartmouth, 
five from Amherst, four from Oberlin, 
three each from Yale and Middlebury, 
two each from Harvard and Williams, 
and one each from Brown, Bowdoin, 
Hamilton, Marietta and Colby. 

Rev. Dr. E. E. Bliss and Rev, J. T, 
Noyes had been lifelong missionaries in 
the foreign field, Dr. I. R. Worcester an 
almost lifelong helper in the home de 
partment of the missionary service, and 

aniel Butler (so frequently ‘a partici- 
pant in these annual gatherings) an hon- 
ored secretary of the Bible Society; Rev. 
Dr, F. T. Ingalls a college president, 
dying all too soon for the cause of West- 
ern education. 

Mr. I. W. Weelwright of the class of 
1825, living in his 92d year at South By- 
field, Mass., is still the senior alumnus of 
the Seminary; Dr. Edward Beecher of the 
class of 1827, residing in Brooklyn, N.Y., 
is two years younger.” 

The discussion of the day was devoted 
to new methods of Christian work in 
city and country. Rev. C. A. Dickinson, 
pastor of Berkeley Temple, Boston, was 
the first speaker and ‘‘The Institutional 
Chureh’’ was the topic. He said: 

“The institutional chureh is an organi- 
zation which aims to reach all men and 
to save all men by all means. ~ It is an 
organism rather than an organization, 
everything growing out of a central idea 
and working for the same end. To be 
successful 16 must begin at the begin- 
ning, at the germinal end, Its depart 
ments should all be living instruments, 


should be literally the eyes, the lips, -the |. 


hands, the heart of Christ. 

“What are the marks of the institu- 
tional church?” asked Mr. Dickinson, 
“In the first place, I would say open 
doors every day and all day. The church 
needs to be kept perpetually omnipres- 
ent before the people. The second re- 
quisite is. free pews. The doors of the 
rented pew too often turn on the hinges 
of selfishness. Another all important 
requisite is a plurality of Christian work- 
ers, There is no use in having an open 
church and free pews unless you have a 
humber of warm hearted, sympathizing 
Christian people. It is not the pews that 
the people want so much as it is. the 
pewholders. Our Protestant people are 
wofully lax in allowing the fraternal -or- 
ganizations like the Masons and Odd Fel- 
lows to get in advance of them in admin- 
istering consolations to the bereaved and 
help to the unfortunate. Finally we want 
concrete personal ministrations as a fea- 
ture of our institutional church.” 


Rev. Geo. F. Kengott of Lowell, the 
next speaker, outlined the- Work for 
Smaller cities and towns. He said: 

“The Institutional ~Church cannot 
bring all the people toit. dt must go to 
them, * and he suggested holding church 
Services ‘out of itself,’’ services in open 
air, in schoolhouses, and in country dis- 
tricts,

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THE BORDEN TRIAL 


Synopsis of Each Day’s Pro- 
ceedings In the Case. 


Officers Contradict Themselves In Rela- 
tion to the Handleless Hatchet—Lizzie’s 
Testimony at the Inquest Is Excluded 


New BEDFORD, Mass., June 9.—The 
fourth day of the trial of Lizzie Borden 
was opened with the testimony of Dr. 

wen. He swore that he had prescribed 

orphine for Lizzie in increasing doses to 

lay mental distress from the time of the 
ragedy until and after her arrest for the 
rime. Mrs. Churchill testifiel that Miss 

rden wore a light blue and white navy 
eat diamond figured dress that fateful 

orning, and that she saw no blood upon 
it. Miss Alice Russell testified that she saw 
\Lizzie Borden on Sunday morning after 
the crime with adress that sbe told her 
he intended: to burn, as it was 
paint covered. The dress was of light 
blue Bedford cord. A most important 
point broughtout was in the testimony of 
Officer Allen that he found in a pool of 
blood at Mrs. Borden’s feet a bandker- 
chief, which Mr. Moody exhibited in 
court, 


Robinson's tnnbing. 

New Beprorp, Mass., June 10.—Yes- 
terday owas ex-Governor Robinson’s 
field day in’ the Borden. trial. The 
keen, clever and wily lawyer made 
mincemeat of the evidence of the police 
officers, tangling them-up by his cross- 
examination, until neither they nor the 
spectators seemed to know where they 
were. Officer Mullaly swore that in the box 
with the hatchet head, which he and 
Deputy Marshal Fleet found in the chim- 
ney in the Borden cellar, Mr, Fleet also 
found a batchet handle, with a new break, 
corresponding to that in the stump in the 
hatchet head. Deputy Marshal Fleet was 
recalled, and denied that any hatchet han- 
dle or piece of wood was found in or about 
the box in which the hatchet head was 
discovered. George C. Petty gave im- 
portant evidence as’ to the condition of 
Mrs. Borden’s body when found, tending 
to show that her death had taken place 
some time before her  husband’s, 
Captain Doherty testified that Lizzie 
Borden wore on the morning of the crime 
a light blue dress. 


In Favor of Lizzie. 

New BeEpForD, Mass., June 12,—Con- 
sternation seized upon the counsel for the 
commonwealth in the Borden case and the 
jurymen were amazed when policemen 
contradicted each other in their testimony 
relative to the now famous handleless 
hatchet, The evidence begins to look de- 


cidedly in Miss Borden’s favor, as it is be- | 


lieved to be difficult to prove that sh. 
was strong enough to chop two persons to 
death. we 

Lizzie’s Testimony Shut Out, 

NEW BEDFORD, Mass., June 135,—An 
immensely important ruling was made in 
the Borden case when the court decided 
that Lizzie’s statements at the inquest 
cannot be used again, and the prosecution 
was fully baffled in its attempt to intro- 
duce the records, The court’s reason was 
that the defendant spoke as one in custody, 
and her’ statement, therefore, was not 
voluntary, The decision marks the turn- 
ing of the tide in Lizzie Borden’s favor. 


No Blood, 

NEW BEDFORD, Mass., June 14,—Medi- 
cal experts’ testimony figured in the pro- 
ceedings in the Borden trial yesterday. 
They yielded no clue to the crime, us they 
were convinced that the spots on the axes 
were from rust, Lizzie’s garments passed 
the ordeal. One suspicious blot was found 
on her skirt, but the. spot was not what 
it seemed. On the whole, the testimony 
afforded the prosecution but little aid in 
the case. 


Against Lizzie, 

NEW BEDFORD, Mass., June 15.—A_visi- 
ble shadow was cast on Lizzie Borden 
when fher lawyers sought Sto shut out 
adrug clerk’s testimony concerning the 
purchasing of prussic acid, the court de- 
ciding that the testimony should be ad- 
mitted. A dressmaker swore that Lizzie 
had called her stepmother “a good-for- 
nothing thing.” Police Matron Reagan 
told of the quarrel in a cell between the 
two sisters and adhered to her ‘‘you gave 
me away’’ story. 


Probable Fatal Assault, 

ConcorD, N. H., June 14.—Captain Au- 
gustus B. Farmer, a Well-known citizen 
and police officer of Bow, while attempt- 
ing to arrest James Jameson, was struck 
on the head by a heavy billet uf wood by 
his brother, Albert Jameson, since which 
time he has been unconscious, and fears 
are entertained that he will die. A war- 
rant has been issued for the arrest of both 
Jamesons.

Terrible Disaster In Ford’s Old Theate: 
at the National Capital. 

WASHINGTON, June 10,—A terrible dis- 
aster occurred shortly before 10 o’clock 
yesterday morning. ‘he tnree floors of 
the old Ford’s theater, where Lincoln was 
assassinated, on Tenth street, between E 
and F streets, fell in with a crash, burying 
in the debris hundreds of clerks of the sur- 
geon general’s office, who were employed 
there, 

The scene within the wrecked structure 
wus something that has never been paral- 
leled in the history of this city. As soon 
as it was possible for outside help to enter 
and commence operations upon the mass 
of brick work, plaster, fallen timbers and 
distorted iron the rescue was commenced. 

Hundreds of willing hands tore away 
the incumbrances that prevented living 
but badly injured beings from helping 
themselves, and eager sympathizers were 
careless as to their own exertions or ex- 
posure to danger that the bodies which 
were covered by the vast quantity of 
debris might be brought out to where 
succor was possible for those not fatally 
injured. 

How many dead there are beneath the 
tons of fallen material_no one can even 
guess at this time, but that many men are 
crushed into shapelessness‘and lifelessness 
is beyond quéstion, 

The list of dead contains 22 names, in- 
cluding one unknown and one probable 
duplication, only 21 bodies having been 
taken from the ruins: 

Only one Massachusetts man is reported 
injured—Frank Metcalf—and one Con- 
necticut man —P. A. Smith—otherwise the 
lists of killed and wounded contain no 
New England men. Fifty persons were 
injured.

German and English Weavers. 

Mr. D. F. Schloss gives the following 
instructive contrast between English and 
German weavers: The well fed English 
weaver can without difficulty look after 
four looms and can with the aid of a ju- 
venile assistant (‘‘tenter”) manage as 
many as six. But, as Dr, von Schulze- 
Gaevernitz tells us, notwithstanding that 
the continental manufacturers run their 
looms from 20 to 80 per cent slower than 
ours are worked, in Mulhouse and in 
Switzerland each weaver can only tend 
three, and in Germany you will seldom 
see a weaver able to tend more than two 
looms. The effect of the superiority of 
the English operatives upon the cost of 
production is shown by the fact that, al- 
though the rate of remuneration of our 
English weavers is about 100 per cent 
higher than that received by the Swiss 
and German “hands,” yet we are able to 
turn out cotton cloth at a labor cost dis- 
tinctly lower than that which obtains in 
Switzerland and Germany.—London Let- 
ter.

Preliminary Hearing. 


A preliminary hearing was given at the

The defendant, who is 17 
years of age, was represented by Attor- 
ney Walter H. Coulson of Lawrence, and 
he presented as witnesses Watson, the 
defendant, Mary Dwane, Mrs. Watson, 
Miss Abercrombie, William Dean of An- 
dover, and Robert Lindsay. 

The defense denied the allegation in 
toto, and sought to establish an alibi, but 
the presentation of evidence as to the 
whereabouts of young Watson from .7 
o’clock until 8.15 o’clock upon the even- 
ing in question not being sufficiently 
made apparent by the defense, considered 
with the other testimony offered, Judge 
Weil said that ‘‘probable cause” had been 
shown, and ordered that Watson be held 
for the Grand Jury, the first Monday in 
October, and that sureties be furnished 


in the sum of $500 for his recognizance 
at that time.
